Sem, Ham, and Iaphet, to- 
wardstheir Father Nosh. Hofpitality; Chaflity, 
Fidelity, were inwardly vertuous and good in 
Abraham, lo[epb, oc.

Gt2.39.6.8:9« Fo adore aud wor[bip the true and 
living God, and to teach others te doe the like, and 
torebuke vice, were pious and righteous actions 
from the beginning, Gea.4.4.26.c% $.20,21.

Now all and every. one of 
thefe duties, are grounded, and.may berefol- 
ved intothe Dictatesand Principles of naturall 
morality. For becaufe the true and living 
G o p, is the fupreme Lord and Governour, 
both ofthe World, and efpecially of Man:and 
becaufe Man receiveth his being, his power, 
his prefervation,comfort,and happineffe from 
him: aad befides, Man is in fuch manner fub- 
ject to Gob, as that thisgreat Lord and King 
hath abfolute power over him, and over all

titude, and due refpe&t, towards grand Bene-

Naturall reafon perfwades man to love his 
neighbour becaufe of fimilitude of kinde : ée- 
caufe mutuall love is neceffary for mans wel. 
fare and prefervation : and every one defires 
another fhould love him: now itisa maxime 
of nature, that ene doe to others, according as hee 
would himfelfe be doneto. 

The negative precepts of the fecond Table, 
are all and every one grounded upon naturall 
principles : and S. Angu/tive diflwadeth people 
from evill concupifcence by this maxime of 
the Law of Nature: Doe mot thon covet thy (xe 
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bour’s wife or bis goods cc. becaufe thou thy [elfe 
art offended, if another man hal covetthine, ?

That Law iscalled pofitive, which ts not in- 
bred, imprinted, or ipfnfed,inta tbe heart of Man, 
by mature or grace : but it is impofed, by an exter 
nall mandate of a Lawgiver, having authority to 
command, And it hath che name pofrtive, from 
externall impolition or conítitution : and be- 
caufe itis added to the Law of Nature,& doth 
not neceffarily {pring from it. 

The Characters of Pofitive Lawes,are thefe 
which follow: í 

Gharatf, y. The matter and things commanded 
er prohibited, by (uch Lawes and Precepts, are ei- 
ther in their kind and quality or in ref pect of their 
Circnmftances, adiaphorous y that is, neither ver- 
tuons nor vicions , but they become good or evill 
meercly by the Law and command of tbe Law- 
giver,» | | 

For example: the Fruit of the Tree of know- 
ledge, was in itíelfe, orin refpect of the natu- 
rall quality, good for meat, and plea[ant tothe 
eyes. The Lord himfelfe created it. 42 every 
creature of God, being rightly nfed is good in it 
felfe and good to man, Gen.1.31. c» 2.9. 1 Time 
4.4. Manstaftingthereof was a finne, becaufe 
of the negative precept of G o p *. Gen. 3.17.

1 The day of the Weeke, which is comman- 
ded to be kept holy, by reíting from fervile la- 
bour, is the fame day, on which G o» him. 
felte refted, Gen. 2. 2. and whichthe 7ewes and. 
Ifratlites obferved from CMtefes, untill the voca- 
uon of the Gentiles... 

But fecluding andabftracting the divine po- 
fiive Law, there was noreall holineffe ia this. 
Day, more thanin all the reft. -Every day of 
the Week, had one and the fame efficient caufe, 
aamely, Divine Creation : and all times and 
things created by G o », were very good.

The Prophet David {peaking of 
all dayes and nights, faith : The day is thine, 
and the night is thine, thon haft prepared the light 
andthe Sus, P{al.74.16.

ground the neceffary and perpetuall obferva- 
rion of this day, upon fucha dubiousand con- 
troverted principle. 

Lastly, if it could be clearely and effectually 
proved, that the Law of the feventh day Sab- 
bath was given to Adam in Paradife, before 
his fall , or out of Paradife , after his fall: And 
likewife, if it werecertaine, that the holy Pa- 
triarkes, Abel, Enoch, Noe, Abraham, &c. ob- 
ferved the fame : This affordeth not fufficient 
demonftration, that the Law of the fourth 
Commandement concerning thefeventh day 
Sabbath, isfimply and perpetually Morall,or 
aprecept,or a neceffary conclufion ofthe Law: 
of Nature. Fer fuppofing Divine inftitution 
in Paradife, or out of Paradife , and likewife a 
continued obfervation by the Patriarkes : This 
can reach no higher , than to make it a Divine

Fer many Lawes writtenby Mofes 
in the Decalogue, were properly and perpetu- 
ally morall. Dest. 15. 7,8. If any of thy bre- 
thren with thee bee poore, rc. d bou fhalt open 
thy band. sato him, and [halt lend him fuffict- 
ent for his need.

Anfw. It is formerly declared, in the firit 
part of my anfwer, that T. B. his pofitioncon- 
cerning the feventh day Sabbath, is repugnant 
tothe unanimous fentence of all the Primitive 
Fathers. Andir is impoffible to demonftrate, 
tharany Ancient Churches or Fathers, favou- 
red che fame. 

Some Primitive Churches, which had Zewes 
and Profelytes in their Chriftian aífeniblies , 
made the Saturday of every weekean Holy- 
day, upon thefame reafons the holy Apoftles 
had formerly done : * But thefe Churches did 
in like manner obferve the Lord's-day, fora 
weekely feftivall : and as I fhall afterwards 
prove,chey preferred the Lord's-Zay.and eftee- 
med it more honourable then the Sabbath: nei- 
ther did they obferve, either of thefe dayes, 
after the Law orrüleof the fourth Comman- 
dement. For they ceafed not fromall world- 
ly labour and negotiation, by the {pace of the 
whole day : but whenreligious offices appoin- 
ted by the Church were finifhed, Chriftian 
people had liberty, to worke and to labour in 
their callings.

Law, did not prefently take generall footing, 
neither was ic univerfally received, at the firit 
plantation of Chriffían Religion: for many-be- 
leeving Iewes and Profelytes adhered ftifly to 
many legall obfervances, and efpecially to the 
Law of the Sabbath : 4d the unbeleeving 
Iewes were moft rigid, and zealous obfervers, 
and exa&ots of the obfervation thereof, ac- 
cording to the Traditions of their Elders. 

Secondly, Although it wasnotran{greffion 
of the Law of the fourth Commandement, ia 
cafe of urgent and extreme necefftzy, totravell, 
orto labour, or to flee from danger: Yefthe 
common and generall opinion of the Iewith 
Nation was otherwife, afd they efteemed it an 
intolerable prophanation , to doe any fuch 
thing upon the Sabbath- day: lohs 5.16 T bere- 
fore did the lewes perfecute lefus, and fought to 
flay him, becanfe be had done thofe things on the 
Sabbath-day. If therefore the Difciples or 
Chriftian beleevers fhould bee compelled to 
flee on the Sabbath- day, they would be in pe- 
rill 5, co be grievoufly molefted and perfecu- 
ted by their owne fuperftitious Nation. 

It is therefore falfe, which the Objeétor 
concludeth from our Saviours words, Mattb. 
24.namely, that Cu a rs willed His Dif-

All Lawes of the firft kinde, are connaturall 
to all man-kinde : and they are of fuch qualitie, 
that all and every Nation ofthe World,one as 
well as another,may obferve them,if they will 
ufe their beft endeavour.

whether they be principles, or immediate, or 


remoter conclufions ot the Law of Nature. 

Lawes ofthe fecond kinde, namely tuch as 
are pofiriveymuft be juft, and chey muftberea-- 
fonable : and if they bee fuch, then there isa 
morall poffibility. in them to bee obferved > 
andthey are fo attempered and proportioned 
tothe quality andthe ftate of Subjects in gene- 
rall, as that they agree with their nature and 
kinde, with the Region and Countrey where 
they live, and they haveallother conditions 
and circumftances, arguing their obfervation 
to be poffible. 

Now if they bec fimply impoffible to bee 
kept : or if their obfervation bee fo difficult, 
asthat one man of an hundred, isnotableto 
obey them : all fuch Commandements and 
Lawes are unjuft and ungodly.

The Chriftian Church upon reafons for- 
merly declared,makes the firt day of the week 
afolemne feftivall day; and fervile labour,and 
fecular negotiation is by the precept of the 
Church, prohibited upon this day: not be- 
caufe of the letter of the fourth Commande- 
ment or becaufe fach labour is vitious or finfull, 
andof the fame quality with blafphemy, adultery, 
and theft : but fo far forth onely, as the fame is an 
impediment, to fuch religions c Evangelicall du- 
ties, as are commanded to be performed, upon the 
Lord’s- day, by the precept of the Church : and fo 
far forth alfo, as labour or [ecular actions doe hin-
